Surmounting the dome is a revolving copper Statue of Liberty, 13 feet 

8 inches in height. | 
LINCOLN MUSEUM— | 

Located in the building of the Lincoln National Life Insurance Company. | 

Largest collection of Lincolniana in the world. In front of the building is | ST. 

the bronze statue of Lincoln as the Hoosier youth, by Paul Manship. 
ART SCHOOL AND MUSEUM— 

The Museum contains about a quarter of a million dollars’ worth of art 

objects owned by the school and museum, as well as traveling exhibits. 
OLD FORT PARK— 

Site of the second American fort, erected in 1800. The site of the first | 

fort, erected in 1794, is located 300 feet to the south of the park, and is | 

marked by a memorial tablet. 
STATUE OF ANTHONY WAYNE— 

This statue, honors Fort Wayne's founder. 
GRAVE OF JOHNNY APPLESEED— 

Johnny Appleseed, or John Chapman, (1775-1847) was the pioneer mission- 

ary who also planted apple seeds wherever he went. He died at Fort 


Wayne and his burial place is marked by an appropriate memorial. 


CONCORDIA COLLEGE—
